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Tbe Loss of the 'lliberaiat' 

THRILLING NARRATIVE OP THE 
STKA.VISHIPS SBOOND OPFICEU— 
INSA.NE PASSENGERS LEA.P INl'O 
THE OOE AN — MARVELLOUS ES- 
CAPE OP A BOAT. 



Tho Glasgow Herald pablishes tho 
narrative of Mr Davics, tho seoond 
officer of tho Hibornia, who had aucb 
a marvellnaa eacapo in one of tho Bhip^ 
boats. Ho Bayo : Whon wo loft tho 
Hibornia, wo had in our boat two 
barrels of hiacai!,. throo casks of water 
and eoverai tins of preserved moat. 
Two hours after leaving tho ship wo 
foaod that the boat wai so fall thai 
•#0 deemed it necesnary to throw one 
of the barrols of bisouit, overboard to 
mako room for tho paasongors. Tho 
boat was a iifo-boat, 22 tcol long, with 
eix 6. 'Aron foot boam. One woman 
aad two children, ot three and fire 
jeara old, rospootivoly, and another 
an infant of six months old. Oar 
boat was leaking badly whoa wo 
started, and it reqiiirod two men oon- 
atanlly bailing to keep bor afloat. 
S )oa after leaving the Htbernia, wo 
fall astern of the other boat-*, being 
only able to pull two oara, owing to 
oar crowded oondition. When tho 
first mato')) boat waaoapsizoj, wo at- 
tetnptal It get round to a<isiat tbom, 
bat being nearly swamped in doing so, 
wo were oblii/ed to altend to oar own 
•afoty. Darin;; that day wo palled 
before the i\ind, but at nigh I wo Uy 
to by moans of a (1 latinij anchor, and 
e!ideavorod to rauko ilu boat as trim 
as possible. Wo tried to m:iko tho 
women as comfortable us wo ooald by 
spreading tarpaulin over the lorwftrd 
part of tbo boat. Nobody aakod lo 
gob aaytbing to oat tbe first day, ad 
being too anxious to ibink of eating. 
On the following (riiursdayj morning 
wo got a lugsail sot on tho boat, and 
mado tho bont of our way for tha Irixh 
Coast, bcforo a Bou^bwosterly brccBO. 
Nothing ot note ocourrod ifaat day, but 
tbe following nijchl (Friday) au old 
man, who bad shown symptoms of 
doningeinont, jumpiid ovorooard, say- 
ing that ho was goiu;^ to bod. On tLio 
third dny tbo brooz) (ell very light, 
and wo bad to take to tho oari*. Noxi 
morning oie of tho puascn^oru, auppo.-i, 
ed to %o Francis H idg irs, saddcnly 
leaped overboard. A w.nnau, suppos- 
oJ to be hif* fiisier, pleiidod bard iba 
Bome of Ui sliould Inrow her iulo llie lea uf(t'r 
bim- but \.vo eniieuvorod iG suDilio her, and 
encceedod in tome de^^ioo. Ilodj;Brn was 
evidently out 01 his EcufCd. H.) liud qnaro 
railed with us bncuaae we nailed iha ooiii 
pass to the thwarts. He wanted the knecB 
of his trowsers darnel, «« 'be coqIJ B <t.' he 
Boid 'go home wiih holes iu tliooi.' Up to 
this time pr ivisions Imd bioo given in inodcr- 
ale q'janliliea, and Q<ch persjo had daily 
alloffaooa ol a pioi of water Wo' hud no.v 
to shorten the allowuncu. VVs h-id to Iccop 
pulliDj; tjolh on iho lourib auU filih days, and 
did no" raalso much progres*. 

Sunday waa oaltn all day. Tbo children 
hithorio had baen tolerably lirely. Tbo in- 
fant was (fd cn mashed biicuii, its moLber 
baviog no milk, und the oiher.s got biscuit 
and preaarvod ineui, with a fimall quantity ol 
pre«BryGd Iruit. The wunt ot sullioiant 
water now bf^xn to ba fell, and owing to iho 
cloHU poclting of all in the boat, and ilie 
fraqueut wemn^rs, crampa were very general 
Wu wero Ioiol'cI lo kuep i rary thing in on«i 
poailiou tts iiiacli as pmsiblo lo avoid c.ip-iiz- 
iag. Up lo Monilay no oce had aorioasly 
complained ot dieoomlorte, and all were in 
tolerable epiriiB. Tho seaineu did all in their 
power to iiiapiro hope; aud tbo Qnartermas- 
tor, IJI&ir, 9|)un yarns to k^,ep thoir Hpirita up. 
On Woduojday, the seoond cnijinoor aiwif^ 
the lOOih psalm, and many joined with hiin. 
That day Ibo wind blew bard from tbo sou'.h- 
wost, and we had lo bring iho boal tn by 
miag the sail aa'l two of our oara as a float- 
ing aaohor, and in doing so lout both sails 
• ad oars. It wa« uBoleJs lo aeok for Ihi-m, 
it beini{ now dark ; ho wo bad lo raaku a 
sail oat of a piceo ol urpaulin, and ba con- 
tent with one and a hull that wo had with 
ua in tho boat. Tho wind blowing fi'jicoly, 
tbe tarpaulin was torn into n\ti» an J wo Bubi 
■tilatea lor it bed-oovoii. Tnedo latter were 
also soon destroyed. 

Samuel Brewator, an old man, died on 
WudnoDdiiy, after tavioi} mad. Many 

of our iiuin'ocr nov.- ahoived sians o( madoe^B, 
probably Iro.n despair and exposure to Q.\- 
Ueino oold. tiunm booamj violoiit and 
ibtaateaiug >Q ttteir cunduot, and wo bad to 
W fofOQ with oef taio o( tbem, aod gtadaalljr 



we got them calmed down. Early on Tburss 
day morning a child five years of age diod, 
and Bhortly afterwards ila mother expired. 
Another child took lockjaw, and diod also. 
The bodies wero thrown overboard. The 
lU'ool on Iho BUrvivors was very visible. All 
this lime we were making elow progress lo- 
wirda Iho IriBh ooBil. The torn tarpaulin 
had been mended in the best fashion tva 
oould, and served in a kind of way lor a lug- 
sail. Provisior.s aud water were now given 
in Hmall qunaiiiy. Ooo of Iho barr-'le of 
bi3cuita was louod to be much noalted with 
B ill water, and one of the frei-h water caskp 
had leaked half uf its contents. We had to 
disregard tbe appeals for drink, and the con- 
ecquence was that several seamen, amnng the 
Tft, look lo qucucliing ihoir thirst wlih salt 
water, in spiie cC our romondirunces. Thia 
was coniinuod noiil a numbor got porleclly 
mad. Waller McFarlanc, firiniao, was o' e 
ol those who porsisled in taking ?a!l walor, 
and his conduct bacanio so daii^etously oul- 
rageooa that he had lo be liod to tho bolloui. 
He died in tbis siatr. 

On Friday monilnp we had sailed lOU miles. 
Tha tarpaulin sail had given away half a dozen 
times, aad as often mended, and on the whole 
the boat had goao very well. This day tbe 
infant died. Uur citualiun had become mis'- 
orablo iu the extreme. The sea was breaking 
over the boats in clouds of EjirHy, welling ev, 
ery one to thu skin, and nil were Billing in 
pools of wilier. Tlicru was iiotbiiit,' cow lo 
cover llie women, as we lind Used overytliing 
for sails. Cramp bad iiti;ied ail of us mora or 
leas, and our legs and hands were greatly 
swelled and consequently very painful. The 
fresh water was so scarce that less lhan a pint 
had to serve four persona a day, and provisj 
ioas were equally scanty. .Some of us were 
raving and violently m id. A woman died as 
the OTCuiDg closed in, but tbe fad was not 
noticed at tbe lime ni.d tho body was still lo 
the boat when tha grontest ot all oor cali^iw 
iiiea occurred. About 11 o'clock a hewp 
wave struck Iho boat, and tboso on boAr^iiF 
their drowsy condition fa'.llag 8Udd<nlj; Wit' 
Diasa lo tho lee side, she went over and all 
were left struggling in tho water. The boal 
floated upward, and Ueilly managed to strug- 
gle up and seal himself on iho keel. Hoai- 
aisted Blair to get u[), which Uio latter did 
with some dillicully, as a drowning pasaongor 
had laid hold of h'ij leg. Heilly thsa nssialed 
Mr D.ivie3, who had also to sliako hinuelf 
clear of someone clinging lo his foot. No other* 
got hold of the boat, though several w«r« 
heard for a limfl ahonling or swearing aa they 
swam about in tha darkacaa. Ono poor soul 
had gol andcrtbe boat, and be was heard tor 
nearly half an hoar. He was appareatly 
holding on by tho thwarts, and breathing the 
air which bad been inclosed when the boat 
roUeilorer, or which reached him through the 
chinks in the planks. About twelve o'clock a 
heavy sea struck tho boat, and the three who 
were sittlnjj astride the ,kfel wero again ini.. 
meraod in the wator. Bliir was the first to rei 
eorer his poaition, and by bis ossislanco tho 
other two men were brought ap on the ooat. 
Tlio sail WM floating alongside, and wo 
got hold of the ropci attached to tho m43t, 
ind, .watching for a favorable opportunity, 
managod, by pulling.^togolhcr hard on ti.e 
ropes,, to get the boat- righted. She was of 
coarse, full of water, and we bailed her at 
Qral with flat piece of wood and afterward 
with two tin cans which wo found attached to 
tho thwarts. At length by labor we got her 
clear Kverylhing was lost out of the boal 
except ono o*r, the mast, the tarpaalia sail 
and the yard, and we wore thus left without 
provisions or watur. When dayliylit broke we 
again made sail upon tho bo it .-mj w ill us wo 
could , and again steered our coursa lo tho 
eastward with a favorable wiud. l!y Sunday 
eveniog we werebegiuniog to gut downhearted. 
We saw a sail— tho lirat we bad seen— but 
she did not o.bserve us, and darkneas shortly 
afterward closing in, wo had no light with 
which to attract attdnlion. Wo wero down- 
cast at this, but about six o'clock we were 
suddonly cheered by seeing a light to the eaot" 
ward, which turned out to bo from Tory Is- 
land Ligblhouse. We mado for the light 
though it was blowing strongly from the 
southwest, wilh a heavy aea running. On 
getting closo to tho land wo found ourselves 
among dangorous br5:>kors. and wo wero 
forced to mako our way out to save our live". 
Wo ran out som'i five, mile.s aad lirou^'ht to, 
waiting till daylight. About this time some 
heavy abowers fell, the first ot any consew 
quoace that we had met wllb since the wreck, 
and we employed every meana within our 
reach lo oatob a little fresh water, of which 
we stood 80 terrib'.y in need. At day'ighi on 
Monday morning we once more set oar sail 
and made for the land, determined to gel 
ashore at all hazirda. We ran along the 
shoro for some distance till we saw a likely 
place in Mulroy lUy, ou iho woat side of Kans 
nctl Point. Having a favorable bre<"Z", we 
inndo a race for Ihu shore, and ran tbe boat up 
wilh such force that the receding wave left 
her dry upon tin,' beach. After coming ashoro 
wo found our limbs swollen to such an cl- 
ient that it waa utterly impossiblo to move. 
Tho throe survivors, Divvies, Blair and lUully,

eonsnmlng and paying for it. 

The proaent system not only injiirea tho 
clans for wh030 protection il wua frnmeJ, 
the poisonous liquor ilcetroyiof; iheir consti- 
tutions and randerin;^ them peculiarly liable 
lo small pox nnd other inleotious diaeaaea, 
but also nfljcts oiiisolvi^s — -tupporiiOg omone 
us a class of men ol iho worst obarBCler who 
sell tbe liqoor. 

I am aware that the opboldera of tbe pres' 
dnt eyatem hove many louod arguments on 
iheir side, bat in praotioe Iboir plan baa bad 
n Tiiir trial and hoe not succeeded.
